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On 10 February 1953, there was local end fromation flying by about 
10 Yak-lSs and 1 biplane at Cottbus airfield. Svept-back jet fighters 
also sircled over the field.

As 
the planes practiced flying in the vicinity of the field it is believed 
that they were flown by pilots who are stationed at Cottbus airfield*
